Pierre, Martinique, May ,S. While about 
,i mile off shore the volcano of Mount 
l'elee exploded, ami tire from it swept 
the whole town of, St. Pierru out of ex- 
istence, destroying the shipping there, in- 
cluding the cable ship Gruppler, which 
was engaged in repairing the cable near 
the Clueriu factory. The Ocean Travel- 
ler, while on her way to Dominica en- 
countered a quantity of wreckage. 

It is now estimated that 40,000 per- 
sons perished as a result ol the volcanic 
eruption in the Islaud of Martinique. 

London, May 0.— The? Colonial olllce 
here lias received a despatch from Sir 
Robert Llewellyn, governor of the Wind- 
ward Islands, dated Kingston, St. Vin- 
cent, in which the governor says that the 
Soufriorc volcauo, in the northwestern 
part of the Island of St. Vincent, coutiu- 
uod inactive, earth shocks had occurred 
for a week past, but not actually in 
Kingston. On Wednesday a big cloud of 
steam hung over the Soufricre, and the 
Inluubitniits, who were greatly alarmed, 
were Hocking to Chatteuu Iielnir. There 
were already 300 refuges there, who 
were being fed by the authorities. 

A despatch to the Daily Mail from 
I'ointe it Litre, Island of Gliadaloupe, 
dated yesterday says: "The Mount 
l'elee crater ejected yesteTfiay morning 
molten rocks and atshes during the three 
minutes and completely destroyed St. 
Pierre and the districts within u four 
mile radius. All the inhabitants were 
burned.

Tho claim wns to 
indemnify citizens for losses sustained 
through the cancellation hy Salvador ol 
a franchise granted ill 1SSH for ex- 
ploitation of the port ot W. Trinnifo, 
in the Ray of Jimiuilisco. It was when 
the commission .innounced that its ver- 
dict would be against Salvador to the 
extent of $5530.01)0 that the excitement 
icached a climax. 

"Kin- more thau a month tile commis- 
sion has been in session in this city con- 
sidering this claim. Jioth sides have 
bec-ii represented by all array of distin- 
guished counsel. In consequence of that 
announcement the commission, the at- 
torney, Assistant Seerdtnry of State 
Hill, and several interpreters met in the 
Arlington parlors. Before the award 
was formally made, the commissioner 
from Salvador, through his interpreter, 
lead ii Htatemenl denouncing Sir Henry 
Strong in language of a grossly insulting 
character, lie accused tne Chief Justice 
and his associate, Mr. Dickin.s of dis- 
courtesy during tin" sessions of the com- 
mission, and also charged the Chief Jus- 
tice with using insulting language to 
liim in the c onsideration of the case, and 
with partiality.

Today's meeting were mostly of ordin- 
ary routine character including reports 
of Sabbath school, Manitoba college, etc. 

At the afternoon session Rev. R. N. 
Powell. Rev. .1. 1'. Hicks, Rev. C. Bry- 
ant conveyed fraternal greetings from 
tlie Methodist district meeplug. Rev. Dr. 
McLaren. Rev. 1 1 . Wilson, Rev. T. Scan- 
Ian were appointed to convey similar 
greetings to the .Methodist conference in 
Vancouver next week. 

The imitation of Kamloops Presbytery 
for the next meeting of tlie synod was 
accoyted. 

A memorial from the Vancouver Minis- 
terial association respecting religious in- 
struction in the schools was discussed. 
A committee consisting of Moderator 
'Clerk, Rev. Mr. McBeth, Dr. McLaren, 
Dr. McRae, Uev. W. L. Clay and Rev. 
Mr. Wright appointed to co-operate with 
any similar committees from other 
churches with a view to having regula- 
tions to this effect incorporated in the 
school laws. 

The debate on the recommendation of 
the foreign missions committee was re- 
sumed as to opening a Japanese mission. 
Many were opposed to it, mid ii was 
finally decided to refer the matter lo 
the foreign mission commit tee of the 
Synod with a view to lay full informa- 
tion before the next meeting of the as- 
sembly.

Holywood Arrives— Ostara Here For

Bark Holywood, which has been dis- 
charging naval stores at Fsquiuialt since 
her arrival from Liverpool, was lowed 
around to the Outer wharf yesterday 
afternoon by the local tug Tyee— and 
she will commence discharging her cargo 
of general freight at the Outer wharf 
this morning. The Holywood has a 1 irgo 
amount of tin plate, about 5,000 cases 
for Victoria and heavy shipments of salt 
and other cannery supplies, for which 
the winners have been waiting. She has 
a cargo of '2,'MO tons in all, of which 
over half will bo landed al the Outer 
wharf. 

The German ship Ostara, which has 
loaded a cargo of lumber at Chemainus 
for Port Natal, was towed to the Royal 
ltoads yesterday by the tug iLorne, and 
she will start on her voyagq after ship- 
ping a crew at this port.

THE HALIBUT FISHERIES. 

Schooner Kilmeny Being Made Beady 
For Another Cruise. 

Schooner Kilmeny, which returned ^ 
few d.iys ago from her first trip to Cape 
Flattery since she became a fishing 
schooner, brought in 1,550 pounds of 
halibut, the greater portion of which 
was shipped to the Eastern market. The 
schooner will start for Cape Flatteryou 
another fishing cruise- on Monday. Yes- 
terday the fishermen were busy mending 
their lines, (fixing -their hundreds of hooks, 
and preparing for the cruise. They will 
load more ice in the bunkers in the ves- 
sel's hold to freeze the halibut, anil hope 
to return in about a week with another 
load of new caught fish from the banks 
near the Oape. 

The Kilmeny is the first Victoria 
schooner to engage in the industry, and 
from the enecess which bids fair to fol- 
low her work, it seems that other vessels 
would find a profitable business in the 
fisheries. Capt. Grauer and those with 
him on the Kilmeny — there are live in all 
— are all practical fishermen who have 
had wide experience on the fishing 
grounds of this coast, both off the island 
coast and in Hecate Straits.

In order to grace the forthcoming fes- 
tivities, says the R. C. Review, publish- 
ed in London, representatives will be as- 
sembled from all quarters of the British 
dominions to do honor to their sovereign, 
and it is only naturally to he expected 
that Canada, the most important of our 
lonlal nations, should take n promin- 
ent position in these rejoicings. It is 
satisfactory to note that Cannda will 
provide a decorative arch in ■Whitehall, 
but this by itself will he an inadequate 
representation of the importance and 
wealth of the Dominion. A colonial 
stand is to be erected to enable resi- 
lents in Loudon prominently connected 
with the different colonies and colonial 
visitors to witness the pageant, and by 
their presence to do honor to the King of 
'Britons Beyond theiSeas." We referred 
last week to a melting which had been 
held at the olllces of the High Commis- 
sioner for Canada to discuss suggestions 
for the representation of the different 
colonies on the colonial stand, to which 
all the Ageuts-deuernl of the Austral- 
asian and South African provinces were 
invited. As we mentioned last week, the 
neglect to invite the presence of the 
gents-general for the Canadian provinces 
caused no little comment, and in view of 
the importance that the whole of Canada 
should be adequately represented, we 
have instituted inquiries this week in or- 
der to discover the reason for this 
strange omission. It appears to have 
been the policy of the officials of the 
High 'Commissioner's ofBee, for some time 
past, to keep the Canadian Agent s-< Jen- 
oral as much in the background as possi- 
ble, ami to prevent their appearing offi- 
cially at any public functions. 

This incomprehensible policy is having 
a detrimental effect on the prestige of 
Canada in London, and at the same 
lime what appears to be a quite uncall- 
ed for slight is being passed upon those 
Canadian governments which maintain 
il duly appointed representative in tli 
if lie Empire. Each 'gent 
■equires some seating tirn'Timo- 
or iliose specially connected 
province who may lie in London 
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ation. but 
al present. Can 
ikely to be as badly represcntei 
he occasion ,,f the last Jubilee, when 
he colonial stand was occupied almost 
•ntirely by those connected with the 
Australasian and South African prov- 
inces. 

Wo have taken the trouble to inquire 
into this matter, and from the agents- 
general of Nnvn Scotia, New Brunswick 
and British Columbia, in every case we 
have received the same reply, viz.. that 
although they were anxious to know 
what scats run be placed at their dispos- 
al, as they had had ninny inquiries from 
persons prominently connected with their 
provinces, they wire quite unaware 
whether any preparations wonld be made, 
and, judging by what has taken place nt 
former public functions, it is doubtful if 
seats will be provided even for the 
agents-general themselves. A represen- 
tative of the Review also made inquiries 
from the agent-general of one of the Aus- 
tralasian colonies, and he stated that he 
would certainly have a certain number 
of seats at bis disposal on the colonial 
*taud. 

li ilius seems more than probable 
that, unless steps are shortly taken to ob- 
tain proper representation at this his- 
toric ceremony, Canada, which has n 
larger population than the Australian 
Commonwealth, will find that while the 
Australasian Agents-denerill have each 
succeeded in obtaining considerable cc- 
commodation for representatives of their 
provinces. Unuuda will be altogether at 
a disadvantage. There have been, un- 
fortunately, already too many occasions 
w hen i he prestige of Canada suflcr- 
ed. We might instance the reception at 
Victoria station to welcome the Duke and 
'Duchess of Vork on their return from 
their Colonial tour. The agents-general 
of the Canadian provinces very properly 
wished to be present on behalf of their 
respective governments, but their sugges- 
tions were ignored, and owing to the 
obsence of the High Commissioner, Can- 
ada was totally unrepresented. Again 
last week, when representatives from all 
portions of the Empire assembled at St. 
'Paul's to mourn the irreparable loss of 
one of her greatest sons, the Agcnls-Con- 
eral of the Canadian provinces should 
by right have stood with their fellow 
representatives of Great Britain to do 
honor to their great fellow-count ryinan.
